1 . Ill (b) because the remarks do not explain how amended claims 
are patentable over the prior art of record.

2. Examiner also brings to Applicant's attention that claim 28 
is not be statutory because the claimed limitations may be done 
mentally. Although the claims recite "computerized data" that 
does not require the data be on the computer, it may be printed 
and the method then performed mentally.
